This indicates why tho 'people demand swift punnishment of 


those convicted of cnpitnl crimes. "Such crimes in some communities are 
regarded as a matter of course, and cause but little interest or excitement 
except they come up in court in a great legul battle bcUwcen the state 
and the defense on tlio question of applying tho penalties of the law. 


Unfortunately, it hnppocis that only a small proportion of the- crim- 


inals arc caught and convicted. That is one of the great reasons why 
crime flourishes in some of the big cities of tho country. 
It is doubtful, 


if there will be any improvement in this respect until something is dono 
to f"tusc punishment to fall with greater certainty upon guilt and to 
prevent the law's delays under which the rcnl guilt of some of the worst 
criminals is often forgot ion so that by lite ingenuity of the lawyers 
employed in their defense, (hoy cnu escape punishment. 


The whole country is interested iu the decision of Judge Cavcrly in 


the .Chicago murder case. 
Tho publicity given the hearing 
malces it 


more imperative that the prisoners shall suffer the extreme' penalty of the 
law.' 
Otherwise capital crimes, which are'ru-ny far»too numerous, will 


receive encouragement, and 
professional eriniinala 
will feel greater 


security in committing the worst- crimes on tho calendar.
